The forest service officers are of the 
opinion, however, that it would be 
well for Uncle Sam to sell 500,000,006 
feet of the timber of the Kalbab for- 
est If it would be the means of induc- 
ing the building of a rallroad Into that 
section of country, but it is a grave 
question whether officers higher up 
baving the matter in hand will consent 
to so large a sale. This may be the 
means of delaying the extension of a 
railroad 

A road is now contemplated to ex- 
tend from Lund, on the San Pedro 
route, through Cedar City, the Dixie 
country, the forest section and as far 
the grand gorge of the Colorado 
river in Arizona.

CRUELLY TREATED 


Berlin, May 21.—The Hebrew Ald 
society has received from Kiev, Rus- 
sla, and made public the following 
dispatch: 

“The expulsion of 
is belng carried out jin the cruelest 
manner, Respectable Jewish citizens 
are coralled within pollee cordons and 
then led in groups to police headguar- 
ters Even in the most favorable 
cases a maximum of two days Is al 
lowed for leaving the city

portation. Many famílies which have 
not been molested heretofore have re- 
celved orders to quit the city within

The trip will be one of the most ex- 
tensive ever taken by a western min- 
Ing class and on it the senlors will 
kee almost every kind of mining, con- 
centrating and smelting operation 
Ten days will be speat at Butte, Ana- 
conda and Great Falls, where the big 
mines, mills and smeltera will he 
thoroughly inspected. ‘The superin- 
tendents and managers of these big 
concerns have offered to conduct the 
class through them and a detailed re- 
port on them will be required from 
every man before he graduates.
